WORTH THINKING ABOUT 

The report of the provincial fire com- 
missioner for the year is one which ought 
to attract very wide attention and cause 
the people of Alberta to do some serious 
thinking. That thirty-three lives were 
lost and $2,338,777 worth of property de- 
stroved in the province last year by fire 
would be a startling announcement if all 
the disasters came about through acci- 
dent. But the commissioner declares, in 
lancuage as plain as could be used, that 

arelessness was very largely responsible 
inss, and that this carelessness 
persists year after year despite warnings. 

The tollow paragraph from the re- 
port should be read carefully, and its sig- 
nificance taken note of :— 

‘Despite persistent warnings given 
»ublicly and repeatedly by this office, con- 
flagrations arising from carelessness con- 
tinue to be reported year by year, even 
day by day. This excessive fire-waste is 
sapping our prosperity, and its material 
reduction should be an important part of 
any campaign for the conservation of our

THE WILLINGDON-EDMONTON LINE 

Opposition is being offered from two 
different quarters to the plans for the ex- 
tension of the new C. P. R. line from Wil- 
lingdon into Edmonton. Mr Luchkovich, 
M. P. for Vegreville, wants the line divert- 
ed in 2 north-westerly direction to Lee- 
shore. The National Railways, quite nat- 
urally, do not want it extenfed at all. 

The proposal of the Vegreville member 
would involve building the road in a round- 
about. It would mean thirty miles or more 
of extra construction, with corresponding 
increase of construction cost and of oper- 
ating expense. It would carry the railway 
so close to the river that accommodation 
would be given only to farmers on one 
side of it. It would lengthen the distance 
between Edmonton and Whitford by up- 
wards of fifty per cent. That the exten- 
sion would be built under those conditions 
is doubtful. That it would be built this 
summer is not at all likely 

The National Railways raise two ob- 
jections. First, that the C. P. R. is build- 
ing this new line up the Saskatchewan val 
ley without a charter Second, that the 
road invades National territory and will 
take traffic from that railway. 

The first objection is one for the law- 
vers to thresh out 3ut it will strike the 
layman as rather far-fetched to suppose 
that a railway company would spend mil- 
lions of dollars building a railway line 
which it had no legal right to build. Com- 
petition has not reached such a pitch of 
intensity in this country that railway cor- 
porations take the responsibility of en- 
croaching upon private property and pub- 
lic highways without warrant, in their anx- 
ety to extend transportation facilities. If 
the C. P. R. is doing that in this instance 
it must he setting up a precedent. 

That the new line invades country 
which has been hitherto the exclusive ter- 
ritory of the National Railways is _ true. 
But it is rather late in the day to advance 
that argument. For the line has been 
built through the section where this diver- 
sion of traffic will be most heavy. From 
the eastern boundary of the province to 
Lake Whitford it is “an_ accomplished 
fact.” ‘The time for the National Railways 
to raise an objection on this ground was 
when construction started, not when it 
has been all completed but the last link 

As matters stand the question simply is 
whother this new line is to be allowed to 
connect the territory which it serves with 
Wdmonton by the most direct route prac- 
tleable, and with the least loss of time. On

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that point the interests of Edmonton and 
the interests of the section of country tra- 
versed by the railway are identical. Until 
this connection is made the railway will 
only be useful to its territory in so far as 
it carries traffic to and from Saskatoon 
which otherwise would be carried to and 
from Edmonton. Unless this connection 
is made, the city would have been better 
off if the road had never been built 
through the territory where it has been 
already built 

Edmonton business men should lose no 
time and spare no effort in urging the 
construction of this connecting link by the 
most direct route, and during the present 
summer. They should get solid backing 
in that effort from the business men and 
farmers in the country traversed: by the 
road, and in the territory through which | 


the extension is projected. Should imme- | 
diate construction be held up either by Mr. | 


Luchkovich or by the protest from the Na- 
tional Railways, the interests of both the | 
city and the communities to be served by 
the new road will suffer. Every additional | 
mile that is added to the length of the line 
will likewise react to their mutual disad- 
vantage.

| Class, rebellion against parents, pre- 


judice in, seeking jobs, fear of com- 
mitting crimes, or losing one’s mind. 
It would give a false impression of 


|the world in general to suppose that 


this is a fair sample of the common 
lot of men and women. It may in 
part be a fair sample of minds in 
distress, who look everywhere for aid 
and make an appeal to psychology; 
but 1t reflects also a vague as well as 
an intelligent interest in what psy- 
chology can do and cannot do to help 
regulate our lives. 

The important thing to remember is 
that psychology cannot be all things 
to all men: and if it pretends to be 
so, it is open to the same suspicion 
that attaches to all systems and their 
promoters, that promise more than 
they can perform. It isn’t like a 


|problem in which you go for aid to a 


chemist or an engineer because he 


[knows the facts and principles, and 


you are quite calm about it, and are 
just looking for the right solution 
In many of these matlers emotional 
concerns are involved, often personal 
and intimate ones. The measures 
sugested must fit in with the possi- 


|bilities and habits of mind of the 
|"case,” or else they meet with resit- 
/ance and failure. 


Many of these persons with prob- 
lems are neither on the wrong track 
nor yet on the right one. What the 
expert in mental fitness can do is to 
disabuse their minds of ways of think- 
ing and feeling that obstruct a nor- 
mal mode of behavior, for most people 
are not troubled by these impedi- 
ments, 

There are no cure-all methods, for 
most things worth while have tu be 
worked for. And there are no simple 
easy knacks and tricks, as so many 
popular books—that is, books written 
for the people, “written to sell,” as 
the phrase goes—tell you. All you get 
from them is a sort of general feel- 
ing of cheer-up; dismiss bad thoughts; 
switch over; do this “daily dozen:" 
and you'll wake up in a world chirp- 
ing like a cricket, and with everything 
as clear as crystal. The trouble with 
that solution is that people for whom 
it would work would never have the 
real troublesome problems to begin 
with

Bonar Law 


How the British 
Party Leaders 
Reacted to Big, 


Emergency 


HE problem which leapt into the forefront 

the moment that war was seen to be in 

evitable was that of coalition. Was the wat 
government to be the Liberal government ther 
in Downing St., or were the Conservatives and 
the Liberais to combine to form a national coali 
tion war ministry? Leading men on both eide 
fave opposing answere to this question, and 
indeed sometimes changed their minds as ¢ 
cunistances altered 


‘There were three separate attempts to forn 
6uch a coalition The first was made by Mr 
Churchill in those days of July and August, 1914 
immediately preceding the ultimatum, when the 
unity of the Liberal cabinet seemed imperilled 
The attempt failed. The second attempt was 
made by Mr. Churchill in March, 1915, when he 
persuaded Mr. Asquith to invite Mr. Bonar Law 
and Lord Lansdowne to the meeting of the war 
council which offered to give Constantinople tc 
Russia in the event of victory. This failed too 

The third effort at coalition was the result 
of Lord Fisher's resignation from the admiralty 
It was initiated by Bonar Law, welcomed by 
Lloyd George and ried through successfully 
against the wishes and interests of Mr. Church 
ill 

The personalities engaged in these struggles 
for or against coalition assume sometimes atti 
tudes tinged with the drama of irony Mr 
Churchill induced Lord Birkenhead to act as 
mediator with the Tory leader in the first effort 
tu effect coalition—ané the plain proposition was 
rejected In the second attempt he induced Mr 
Asguith to approach Bonar Law with a con 
cealed offer, which was ignored. The third time 
he is found fighting coalition and trusting in 
Lord Balfour to save him from the Tories. And 
when coalition comes, he goes. 


Bonar Law, on the other hand, rejects coall 


tion twice and on the third occasion he is the 
architect of the first coalition government. 

| am not suggesting, of course, that in cither 
case wae there the slightest inconsistency. Mr 
Churchill was perfectly entitled to hold bis view 
that the introduction of a Tory element into the 
cabinet at the outset would strengthen the war 
spirit in the government. He was equally justi- 
fied later on in defending his own control and 
administration of the admiralty against Lord 
Fisher—and this, as it turned out, involved, too, 
fighting against the Tories and their inclusion 
io the ministry 

Bonar Law’s position was completely self 
consistent in this matter. He had no abstract 
objection to coalition On the contrary, he 
thought it was the form of government to which 
a long and severe war must inevitably bring the 
nation. But he considered this to be the last 
step to take and not the first So long as a 
Liberal governmenpt had credit for success and 
vod management, and a patriotic opposition was 
eoutent not to oppose, all was well While such

It was Ceptain H. A. Oaks, erstwhile flier

Captain Oake persuaded Mr. Richardson that 
the picture he painted of a commercially prac 
ticable air service into the wilderness was no 
mirage, and so the Western Canade Airways 
Company Limited was incorporated, December, 
1926—at that time a pioneer venture of its kind 
in commercial] aviation in Canada 


Winter Service Successful 


FOUR-PASSENGER monoplane, equipped 
with the same kind of engine used by Lind 
bergh, was purchased, and flown from New York 
to Hudson, Ontario (where a temporary base was 
to be established). A service was immediately 
maugurated between Hudson and the active min 
ing areas in the Red Lake mining district, and 
daily trips made to those points. Bad weather 
conditions rarely interfered with the schedule 
One machine could not cope with the demand 
for airplane transportation and in February, 
1927, two additional monoplanes were purchased 
March, 1927, something happened which 
marked an epoch in the history of commercial 
aviation. For the first time machines flew into 
the far north country in winter. The dominion 
government needed certain information about 
Hudson's Bay which could be gathered only 
through survey work carried on before the ice 
had gone out of the bay. So, at the request of 
the department of railways and canals, a con 
tract was entered into, for the transportatio: 
of eight tons of material and equipment, includ 
ing eight hundred pounds ef dynamite, and tour 
teen men, from Cache Lake on the Hudson's Bay 
Railway into’ Fort Churchill, This was to be 
one before the spring break-up commenced 
The contract waa fulfilled in record time 
though under unprecedented conditions. The 
country was uninhabited, and the landing places 
mighty hezardous, but the results were ap un 
qualified success Tt was following this 
cehievement that the conclusion was reached by 
the government officials that Fort Church!!!

Western Canada has, in 
few decades become one of 
world’s largest producers of 
cultural commodities. While nature 
has provided bounciless acres of arable 
land on which to produce these crops 
man has had to provide methods and 
machines for handling them. The plow 
and modern tillage implements drawn 
by mechanical power have made 
it possible and economical to cultivate 
large acreages However until ,the 
comparatively recent invention of me- 
chanteal harvesting machines, it was 
necessary to do this work by hand 
and so the production of each Iin- 
dividual was very limited. Without 
these harvesting machines Canada 
would never have been able to de- 
velope beyond a cattle and sheep rais- 
ing country. As it is these machines 
have enabled her to become an im- 
portant factor in feeding the urban 
populations of the world 

In Days of Old 

Prior to 1831 ali the grain grown 
had to be cut by hand, the sickle was 
the first reaping tool and was 
gradually replaced by the scythe and 
then the cradle. Many attempts had 
been made to construct a horse drawn 
reaper but all these fal’ed until Cyrus 
McCormick built @ reaper using a re 
ciprocating knife to cul the straw 
This cutter bar with a tabie behind 
it was the first step towards cheaper 
production of wheat. This machine 
required two men to work it, one driv- 
ing while the other walked along side 
and raked the cut grain off the table 
‘nto bunches to be bound by hand 
Later a seat was added for the raker 
and in 1858 McCormick brought out 
a machine with an automatic raking 
device that did away with the neces- 
sity of carrying @ raker | 

Early Machines Improved 

| ‘These early machines left the grain 
loose on the ground where it wa 

bunched and bound by hand. Marsh 
made the next improvement by adding 
a canvas elevator which delivered the 
grain on a tab'e at the side of the 
machine where two men rode and 
bound the grain before it was dropped | 
fon the ground. Attention was then | 
| turned to a machine whieh would bind |

The property known as the ‘Mona’ 
group consists of three mineral claims, 
“Mona” (discovery), “Mona No. 2,” 
and “Mona No. 3,” comprising in all
